OLD GEMS IN A NEW 
SETTING 

No. 12 — The Voice Out of the 
Clouds 

"There came a voice out of the 
cloud." — Luke 9:35, 

In all three accounts of the Trans- 
figuration given in the Gospels, par- 
ticular mention is made of this 
"voice out of the cloud." As these 
Gospels were all written by men whu 
were not present at the time, it is 
very evident that whoever described 
the events to Matthew, Mart, and 
Luke, had been particularly impres- 
sed by the oversnadowinff eloud and 
its voice of witness. 

It will encourage us to remember 
that God's voice has always beea 
most clearly heard in hours of the 
deepest darkness, that the most 
precious messages have been de- 
livered by "a voice out of the cloud.'' 
The darkness that hung over Eden 
was IJEhtened by the voice that 
spoke of the promised seed which 
should bruise the serpent's head. 
Noah heard a message of hope in 
surroundines still dark with the 
tragedy of the Flood, Moses spoke 
of deliverance to the Hebrews when 
the cloud of oppression was at it,i 
worst. Abraham suffered his dark- 
est hour and heard God's greatest 
promise on Moriah. Right through 
the sacred story the voice with its 
stirring message comes again and 
again when the clouds are darkest. 
It came to David in his grief at 
Ziklag, to Nehemiah in his home- 
sickness at Shushan, to Jeremiah in 
a dungeon, to Paul in a shipwreck, 
to Stephen in tiie agony of 
tleath, to Saul of Tarsus in 
blindness and humiliation, to 
John in old age and exile. 

We all have experienced the 
low hangiuR clouds, and we all 
may hear the voice. Clouds of 
temptation gather and the 
voice whispers of sufficient 
grace, clouds of bereavement 
are pierced by the me.?.?afi;e of 
ctemnl life, clouds of physical 
suffering are lightened by the 
fellowship of Him who suffer- 
ed for Us, persecution reminds 
Ub of His Cross, doubt helps us 
to understand His temptation. 
So from every cloud that can 
eather on the horizon of our 
lives there will come the voice 
and message of God to all 
those whose ears are tuned to 
hear and understand.

EFFICIENCY TO SPEED

IN THESE days of speed, every- 
thing, apparently, must move 
quickly. New speed records are 
continually being made on laud, sea 
ini in the air. This aggressiveness 
IS not confined to the motorist, 
swimmer, runner or airman, but ap- 
plies itself to practically evei-y walk 
of life, so in these speed-crazy days 
a little reflection will do us no harm. 
The business man must work at top 
speed to comply with the require- 
ments of the customer, or else risk 
the loss of that customer's trade. We 
find that prompt and quick service 
IS everywhere demanded, and, in 
view of much competition, must be 

Life to-day is being lived at a 
tremendous rate, and yet iiierely 
speed alone will be spasmodic unless 
there be some other power at work. 
To the record-breaker there is an 
impulse at work, a power behind the 
actual feat. It may he years of 
hard work, made up of lonR hours of 
aludy, careful planning and training; 
in short, a hipfh state of efficiency 
19 required in both men and machines 
to iiihieve the wonderful thinpis be 
ini? accomplished to-day. In the 
business world, nothinp; would be 
gained by merely executing orders 
in regard to quick service, if the 
poods were faulty; therefore, it is 
ni'cessary that not only quick, but 
efricient, service be given for any 
real and lasting benefit to occur. 

An Analogy 

Now what applies to the speed- 
merchant in business life, etc., also 
applies to Army activities. What i.s 
really meant by a high state of 
efficiency in Corps life? Does it 
come by possessing a Band or Song- 
ster Brigade capable of rendering 
Tlie Army's best and most intricate 
compositions? Or by havinfi' all 
bunches of the Corps' life in opera- 
tion? Or by the amount of uniform 
worn? Or by the cheerful manner 
in which the Soldiers cany out their 
Corp.s' duties? Really creditable as 
a Corps like this is, wo might make 
this state analagous to the quiclc- 
lervice of the business man, for, 
just as the latter would fail without 
efficient workmanship bphind it. so 
must the Corps fail in ila true pur- 
pose of existence, without God's 
Holy Spirit working in and through 
its Soldiery. 

Yes, we might even continue to 
play our music, sing our songs, and 
cjrry out our Corps duties, but if we 
do not know as a definite experience 
the indwelling of the Holy Spirit in 
our hearts; if the "body of sin" is 
not yet cnicifiefl with Him; if we 
are content to remain on a lower 
level with no real hunger and thirst 
after righteousness, and the souls of 
tlie people are not such a v™iTy to 
UB after all, then, to put it mildly, 
our Corps efficiency isn't what it 
should and could be! 

Spiritusl Efficiency 

Prayer is the medium by which 
this spiritual efficiency may be ob- 
tiiined, Those of our Corps whose 
Soldiers are prepared and anxious to 
pray — not only in the Halls, or when 
cjlled upon, but who make time to 
get nlone with the Father as did our 
Saviour, and there pray in secret— 
these are our most efficient Corps 
in spiritual warfare, The Soldier.s 
ill uuch Corps go about in the home, 
Corps or the work shops, creating 
iuch_ an influence that sinners are 
convicted by their verv presence; 
for is not this influence God- 
wrought? 

Strong men are praying men. It

FIVE words described one of the 
most appealing characteristics 
of our Lord Jesus Christ: "He 
was moved \vith compassion." 

An enclosed brass tablet in the 
East end of London marks the 
memorial to one of whom this strik- 
ing and attractive statement could be 
made. When William Booth stood in

all his glowing and abounding young 
manhood on Mile End Waste, his 
spirit was stirred by the conditions 
prevailing. He saw pitiful masses 
of men and women, struggling in the 
slough of desperation, hungry, drunk- 
en with the evil liquid which flowed 
so freely. And he .saw hungry 
children clinging to the skirts of the 
women from whose features all 
signs of loving, tender motherhood 
had departed. Unwanted little mor- 
sels of humanity! All this, and 
much inofe, forced itself into his 
soul. Its appalling need and claims 
impressed themselves indelibly upon 
his spirit. He was moved with com- 
pa.ssion. 

What is this compassion? Is it 
pity ? 

Yes, pity, heart-searching pity and 
sorrow for suffering. 

Is it concern ? Yes, eoncern. 
anxiety to relieve the con(iition of 
the needy ones. 

Is it love? Oh, yes, that is the 
chief element and that is the divine

upon eternal altars. All this love, u 
consuming passion, concern, des- 
perate anxiety to act, to do some- 
thing. Pity — tender, eager, propel- 



with unyieldini'-. overwhelming emo- 
tion and purpose, conquered the 
Alps of persecution, ridicule. Alps! 
No Alps of human building could 
impede the progress of his work for 
the Master. His stun<lard of hope 
penetrated the darkest caverns of 
human hopelessness and ■ his mes- 
sage of mercy reached every form 
of human necessity. 

Why? Because, like his Lord and 
Master, William Booth "'as moved 
ivitli compassion, and to-day, in every 
land, that same Gospel is carried — to 
city and hamlet. This glorious truth 
is flung out upon the city streets 
by thousands of blessed, consecrated 
Bandsmen whose music reaches 
hearts sad and burdened with sin 
and suffering, A noble sisterhood is 
drying tears and comforting broken 
hearts. How we should thank the 
Lord for William Booth, whosi> 
nature was moved with compassion 
so many year.s ago. 

Never did 1 understand the real

William Booth gaKcd and which 
probed his soul to its depths, until 
one eveninf: in London, England, 
some years ago. Accompanied hy a 



representative of International Head- 
quarters we went down into White- 
chapel. It was nvening. Evening in 
England. The sun's vay.s, disappear- 
ing in .-iliades of deepest and softest 
light. LCnH'lisb liox-etlgad tjavdcn.s 
as we passed along, sending out 
scents of a niyraid perfumes. But 
Mile Enil. What a conlra.'^t! 

What is the meaning of tUi.s pro- 
cession of women passing on before 
us? "Vv'ait and you will see," said 
the representative, and we stood back 
in the shadows as this army from 
the submerged pressed its weary 
steps thi'ough the entrance of The 
Salvation Army Shelter. By and by 
we, too, entered. What a sight! 
Such a sea of faces. Marred mother- 
hood in many instance!. Every age, 
from youth to those bent and worn 
M'ith life'.s battle, wliich had been too 
much for them. Three hundred little 
bundles were clutched in bony hands 
or held upon lap.«. .-Vll their earthly 
poss'.'.ssion,-", Tliat one chair thei-j' 
onh' borne. Thnmah a mist of tears 
one talked to them. 

.'it the cIo«G of a tragic evening 
one concluded one's address with 
"No, my .';isler.-, 1 am goinff across 
the sea." (Ave. me .... with my 
little ';irl. Bless the child.) "Come 
aga''n, madain, come again." 

"Wliat shall we sing?" 1 enquired. 

-Almost immediately, almo.st unani- 
mously was the reciuest voiced: 
Tlicro is ;: better world, Ihcv .sav, 

Oh so bright! Ob so bright! 
Whfere sill and wop are done away. 

Oh -so bright! Ob so bright! 
Where music fills the iialniy air, 
.■\nd angels with briffhl wings are 

there, 
Anil harps ti!' "old iinil man.^ions 
fair, 

Oh so bright! 0!i so bright' 

it was a rlraniatic climax. "Better 
world!" This world had given them 
very little in life, but liecau.se of the 
joyful news of coiii])assion which had 
moved the Greatheart, William 
Booth, it bad been made a little bet- 
ter, anil over the horizon there was 
another world to which they might 
turn with a new hope ill their lives. 

The Secret 

"And seeing the multitude He was 
moved with compassion." In the 
creed and reli-iion of the ancients, 
love was unknown. Adoration, de- 
gradation, asceticism, even beauty, 
iiut affection — never! Even the 
H?brew Pc;ty. .Jehovah, w:is under- 
stood to be a god of law and iustice. 
It was the Ravio'iv of men who fir.st 
nianit'esteil the altrlii'ile of love. It 
wa.^ a neu- order. Tlin coiiiixission 
of .Jesus. V.'e eanii'd ni ensure its 
beiu-bt. its deplli and hicadth because 
we cann<^t conipreiiend infinity. That 
compassion is so stupendous, it 
wnii'd enro'iinsiss ii; its arms the 
whole sin-blighted, suffering world, 
and lift it to purity, Heav^Mi and 
G'ld, Marvelous coniiiassioii! .And 
yet so tender is it that it stoops to 
wipe away tlie tear from the face of 
a little child, 

A poor woman in th:' slums of 
London was taken away by kind, 
philanthropic people to the sea-side. 
As she stood on the shoi'e, with the 
waves lapping her feet, she ex- 
claimoil. "Oh, thank God for some- 
thing there is enough of." 

Poor soul. She had never enjoyed 
enough of anything. Not enough 
fresh air. Not enough sunshine. 
Not opioimh space. Not enough food 
or friend.^liip, and so her happiness 
was complete when she witnessed 
the wide expanse of ocean stretch- 
ing to far distant shores, and she 
saw for the first time in her life 
something there wa.s enough of. 

Ho was moved ^^'ith coni'^assion as 
He witnessed the seething multitude 
.''truggliiig about His feet — a compas- 
sion tliat met their everv need. It 
."upnlied their hunger of body with 
food, their sufferin!' and pain "'ith 
healing, their spivitu:il needs with 
mercv. 

"I am the bread of life." That is 
Ihe secret! "If a man seetli his 
brother liaHi need and slmlteth nil 
his heart of compassion against him, 
how dwciloth the love of God in 
liim ?" 

This is the (rue standard of 
mcasuremenl. 
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HERE are upwards of three 
million refugees in Germany, 
and in the city oi Berlin are 
to be found to-day some 35,000 
people of Russian nationality. Many 
of these were in good and even 
affluent circumstances before the 
break up of the old regime in their 
native land, but now they are all 
distressingly poor; indEed, &u urgent 
lb their need, and so pressing have 
been the appeals for help, that The

Army has set apart an Officer, Cap- 
tain Dreisbach, specially to look 
after them. 

Being strangers in a strange land, 
unfamiliar with the language, and 
in many cases unqualified for such 
avocations as may be calling for 
workers, they find it very difficult 
to obtain posts, especially just now, 
when there is a considerable per- 
centage of unemployment in Berlin. 

Captain Dreisbach, with whom we 
had a talk, and who is a son of 
Lieut.-Colonel _ and Mrs. Dreisbach, 
discovers in his visitation, and dur- 
ing the various meetings held, that 
many of the refugees are in the ex- 
tremity of need, being almost entire- 
ly foodless and without proper cloth- 
ing or shelter. This is explained by 
the fact that they came away from 
their native land in great haste, 
generally bringing nothing but what 
they wore. 

Amongst the Russian refugees in 
France The Army already has a 
good work in progress, and in June 
last an appeal was made for some- 
thing similar to be done for those in 
Germany. 

One of the first necessities was to 
find comrades who could speak Rus- 
sian, and amongst those able to ren- 
der some service in this connection 
are two Russian Corps Cadets who 
are Soldiers of the Berlin Temple 
Corps. These yniinij cnmrados spcs!: 
ItuBsian In the meetings and per- 
sonally with the refugees. Every 
Monday, also, they are on hand to 
translate for Captaii) Dre>pb^h, {ujd 



to help in other ways to faring some 
gladness into the saddened lives of 
the refugees. Ths mixed company 
to whom they minister includes erst- 
while princes and countesses, aristo- 
crats, and members of the bourgeoi- 
sie, as well as those from humbler 
walks of life. 

But no matter what their former 
station, they all alike now stand in 
urgent need of help, and make an 
appeal to which Ilie Army cannot 
turn a deaf ear. 

In spite of the overshadowing 
pinions of poverty and want, the 
meetings are proving to be both 
happy and useful, for in addition to 
whatever temporal help may be 
given, the message of Christ is being 
proclaimed, and many a lonely heart 
in exile has been comforted by a 
fuller consciousness of His presence 
and help. Though far from their 
native land, many are already filled 
with gratitude and thanksgiving on 
account of the spiritual deliverance 
which has come to them. 

The living conditions of most oi 
these refugees are distressing. To 
be without house, flat, or even a 
separate room is to find oneself in 
great difficulty, especially when one 
is also penniless, workless, and with- 
out friends. Many also have par- 
ticularly sad memories of what has 
happened to their relatives; some 
have, in addition to the loBS of all 
their worldly goods, suffered pathetic 
and tragic bereavemjents. Then 
again it \vill be understood that they 
are regarded, in a sense, as of no 
nationality, and wherever they might 
desire to seek asylum, they are not 
wanted. 

One of the ways in which they are 
to be helped is by iiieans of cheap 
food, for the provision of which the 
Field Kitchen Work, which proved so 
effective over a wider field during 
the post-war period, will be utilized. 

Some idea of the sorrowful con- 
dition of things may be gathered 
from the statement that on the 
Saturday previous to our interview 
with the Captain in Berlin, a high 
of^cial, who nad been on the General 
Staff of the Czar, came begging for 
something to eat. He had not had 
any regular food for a month, but 
had subsisted on an occasional 
mouthful or two of black bread, and 
3 drink of black tea. A Russian 
doctor, deeply moved by 
what he had seen, came 
asking for a room in 
which he could help to do 
something for his fellow- 
Russians. 

Needless to add, the 
General himself is inter- 
ested in this undertaking, 
which is but at its begin- 
ning, and he says: "Give 
them something to eat 
first, and then go on with 
the work of saving their 
souls!"— W. N. 



A MIGHTY FEAST 

Eighteen Hundred Settlers Cele- 
brate General's Day at Stuart- 
puram, India 

Four years ago the General, when 
in India, visiteathe Criniinal Settle- 
ment at Stuartpuram, in the Madras 
and Telugu Territory, and each year 
since, on the anniversary ijf tl'.al 
day, a special treat is prepared for 
the settlers. This year, Ensign Deva 
Varem (Persson), the Manager, 
undertook to provide the whole 
Settlement with a cooked meal— a 
very big undertaking indeed. 

It was a wonderful sight when 
more than eighteen hundred men, 
women, and children sat down 
at one time to eagerly devour this 
gratuitous repast. 

The Administration Report of the 
Labor Deparlment of the Presiciency 
of Madras for 1925-G thus comments 
upon The Army's work among the 
Criminal Tribes: "The Salvation 
Army has done great work in all the 
Settlements in its charge. Ensign 
Persson of the Sitanagaram Settk- 
ment had special difficulties to face 
in the cyclone, which upset the 
normal work for manv days, and 
forced many Settlers to live in the 
open until the huts, blown away, 
were rebuilt. He is to be congratu- 
lated not only for the success with 
which he faced his task, but also for 
his personal exertions in inducinj; 
forty O. Vs. (Out of Views) to return 
to the Settlement under a general 
amnesty granted by the District 
Magistrate. The work of other 
Managers also deserves commenda- 
tion." 

The Army was recently awarded 
gold, silver, nnd bronze medals for 
its fine exhibit at the Madras Park 
Pair, India.

i i'T HE foundation ot all good playing ig laid in the 
I practice room." This was the self-evident truism 
* spoken by our Commissioner In the course ot a 
day with the mnslcal forces ot the Hamilton Division, 
That was one aspect ot the Bandsman's responsibility — 
the musical aspect. But there Is another aspect, and one 
which was given due prominence — indeed it was given 
pre-eminence — in this day of revelations.

"playing the game" is also laid 
in the practice room. The 
".secret place of the Most High" 
Is tho practice room to which 
our Leader made .reference. So 
we Bandsmen spent a day in 
the practice room with "Band- 
master" Maxwell. And it was 
a most effective practice! 

There were many pleasing 
"chords" struck during this all- 
day practice. But the "chord" 
which dominated was the Clyist 
"chord. " We might call It the 
"dominant chord." We invited 
His Presence in the initial 
song: "Come Thou Fount of 
every Blessing,'' and we extolled 
Ills Name In the vanishing mo- 
ments nf Ihe final sossinn. when 
we sang ihp Oommlsaloner's 
nCTV chorus:

ADMITTEDL'/ Influenced to a really won- 
derful degree by the Commissioner's 
Bandsmen's Councils of the previous 
Sunday, the West Toronto Band turned out 
for the week-end meetings in real campaign 
spirit- Quite a number of burning testimonies 
as to new and deflnlte spiritual experience 
acquired at the Councils were given both In- 
doors and out, accompanied in almost every 
case by earnest avowals of determination to 
work for the Salvation of souls.

One of the greatest a! these essen- 
tials is careful conduct. Whether on 



the platform before the public, or In 
business or pHvate life, the deport- 
ment of Songsters must be in keep- 
ing with their profesBlon. They 
should remember their position in 
The Army, and never forget that they 
are constantly being watched. 

Another essential la whole-hearted- 
□ess. When singing your song, let 
the people see that you are using 
your talents not msrcli' to ploasc ise 
ear, but to reach the heart. Let the 
words be a direct appeal. Let them 
be distinct, aHd rendered 
with feeling. It is neces- 
sary, whatever part you 
sing, for the words to be 
made intelligible, for are 
you not telling out In 
song what a speaker talis 
out when speaking? And 
what a dull time you 
would liave liateninF to n 
speaker whose worda you 
could not understand! 

I have heard some sing- 
ers who. to gain vocal 
proficiency, have 8.acri- 
flced everything that 
would make their song 
profitable to others. Now, 
this is against the princi- 
ples and requirements of 
our Songster Brigades. 
We should sing to save, 
and in singing should 
show whole-heartedneas. 

Again — and this la of 
the greatest importance — 
Songsters should embrace 
every opportunity afford- 
ed In a prayer meeting 
for fishing and praying, not leaving 
it to others to haul in the net, think- 
ing their responBlbilltiea have ended 
with the last bar of the song.

This year the hundredth anniversary 
of the death of Ludwig van Bee- 
thoven tulle due, tor it was on March 
26, 1827, that this great musician 
passed away. In musical circles par- 
ticular attention Is belug dirucled to 
the man and his works. 

The occasion oltera an opportunity 
for some of our larger Bands to pro- 
vide a "Beethoven" program which 
will be at once Interesting, instruc- 
tive, and attraetlve. Beethoven did 
a great deal for the development of 
instrumental music, which, of course, 
Is an outstanding feature of The Sal- 
vation Army's methods. 

Tho'.iSh Ihe Music Editorial Dopart- 
ment has not, perhaps, dipped into 
the works of UiIh master as much as, 
say, those of Hnndel or Mozart, there 
are a sufficient number of extracts 
from Beethoven's music scattered 
about The Army's collection of vocal 
and instrumental music to make an 
acceptable program.

STRIKING THE KEY-NOTE 

Have You Got the Correct Pitch? 

A Band is either a bulwark of 
stren^ or a perplexing anxiety to 
the Corps. Everything depends on 
the key-note struck. If it is gooo 
playing first and the object of the 
playing second, then it will not le 
long Irefore that sad affair "a bother 
with the Band" happens. The SalvE- 
tion Army is glad to have fine music 
but it insists on grodly Bandsmen- 
Our worst foes, nowadays, are often 
found among ourselves. What is the 
use of Captain, Loca! Officiera, and 
Soldiers fighting for souls if the 
Band is not one hundred per cent 
liehind them ? 

A good deal depends on the pitch. 
lHusic ia not. the only thing_ thPt '" 
spoilt by wrong levels. Striking tne 
key-note of life too high or t<w low, 
expecting more of humanity than it 
can attain to, or setting it too near 
closeness to the beasts, makes a 
muddle and a discord of existence. 

The spiritual pitch of a Band is el 
the greatest importance to a Corj* 
for the finest playing in the worW 
will iiui fiii the ears oi tne nean, 
and if the heart of the people taiom 
there is no givc-praise-to-God in w 
souls of the men who sound Brw 
melody under the shadow and Vf^ 
tection of Christ's Name they mil 
not be helped nearer to Him, /ine 
listeners mav be pleased, but tne 
music desecrated to the serviee oi 
the prince of vanity succeeds in _ao- 
ing that Wo have a far more im- 
portant mission.

It would seem that the prophets 
conducted regular stated services 
weekly and monthly. The Sabbaths 
and New Moona claimed their pres- 
cence at the schools, — 2 Kings 4:2S. 
Those who aouffht for him could be 
almost certain that the prophet 
Elisha would be found at his collesre 
on Mount Carmel on the Sabbath or 
at the New Moon. Some of these 
prophets were man'ied men and 
fathers. We read of the widow of 
one of the sons of the pro- 
phets who was exceedingly poor 
— not unusual with many of God's 
workers to-day. Her husband had 
left a debt, and the creditor was 
claimin;^ her two sons for the re- 
demption of the debt. She came to 
Elisha and wept out her story of 
distress to him, and he, as the spirit- 
ual father of these sons of the pro- 
p'nets, iiuknowledged her claim upon 
him and, through Almighty God, 
wrought a miracle which provided 
for her that which would satisf.v the 
creditor and also sufficient to feed 
her sons and herself until the famine 
which was in the land had passed. 

Surely then, there is nothinEr new 
in the system of the Cadets' Train- 
ing Garrison that did not obtain in 
those schools of that long ago period. 
While we have not Samuel, Elijah 
and Elisha as principals, iieverthe- 
less we have the inspired account of 
these men of God and it is our 
privilege to possess the full and 
complete Holy Scriptures. More- 
over, we have the Blessed Lord 
Jesus, the great Teacher, in our 
midst. 

And of the Holy Spirit, St. John 
says, "But the iinointing which ye 
have received of Him abideth in you, 
and ye need not that any man teach 
you; but as the same anointini;

Him." The apostle John does not 
here imply that we decline the Chris- 
tian counsel of faithful men of God, 
nor is mutual communication set 
aside, but approved of, in the case of 
those who ai'e partakers of the 
anointing in one body.
